HISTORIC CHURCH 
‘HOLD CENTENARY 


Moderator Of General As- 
sembly To Attend Cer- 
emony At Cornwall 


Cornwall, Oct. 1—The one hun- 
dredth anniversary of St. John’s 
Presbyterian Church, Cqrnwall, as an 
organized congregation will be held 
on Sunday, October 9th, when the 
pulpllt will be occupied morning and 
evening by the Moderator of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church in Canada, Rev. W. Leslie 
Clay, B.A., D.D., pastor of St. An- 
drew's Church, Victoria, B.C., who ts 
now in the east on official business. 
The celebration will also be marked 
by the use of the new organ for the 
first time on that day. Presbyterian 
zervices were held in Cornwall for 
forty years et to 1827, but since 
the latter year complete record of 
the congregation ‘has been kept. the 
earlier period not ‘being recorded in 
detail so far as is known by the pres- 
ent generation.

RAISING THE BARS 


Canada's growing exports of auto- 
mobiles to Australia are likely to be 
considerably affected by the new Aus- 
tralian tariff, just afnounced from 
Canberra. Hitherto the duty charged 
by Australia on unassembled | motor 
chassis from Canada has been 7 1-8 
per cent! the rate on assembled chas- 
‘ais '12 1-2per cent.” Unled the new 
act the former will be 11 1-2 per cent; 
the latter 20 per cent—a substantial 
difference. 

Nor may it make much difference 
that Australia has simultaneously in- 
creased the tariff on United States un- 
assembled cars from 12 1-2 to 17 1-2 
per cent, and on assembled cars from 
171-2 per cent. to 25 per cent. The 
reason is that unassembled | British 
cars are to be admitted free of duty 
altogether, while the tax on assembled 
British cars is reduced to 5 per cent. 

‘The idea behind the preference ex- 
tended to British over Canadian cars 
is fairly clear. It is found in the 
opinion, fairly prevalent in Australia, 
that most ‘Canadian cars are the pro- 
ducts of American branch factorjes, 
or, in other words, of United States 
companies who have come to Canada 
fo take advantage of Empire preferen- 
tial rates. 

Australia, for some years, made an 
effort to build up an automobile tndus- 
try of her own. Pailing tn this, des- 
pite fairly heavy duties, she has evl- 
dently decided to go in for assembling

Old Orchard, Me., Oct, 13.—Position 
of “Dawn”, the.great amphibian plane 
ready for a flight to Denmbark became 
precarious at noon to-day when a rec- 
ord tide with a southeast gale reached 
out to engulf the plane, which was rest 
ing on the sands well above normal 
highwater mark. 

An hour before the waters were to 
reach full flood, rollers were washing 
sand away from the Nanks on which 
the plane rested and with its heavy 
load of gasoline it was slowly settling.

How to Test your 


Headlights 


Lights on motor cars may glare either 
through bulbs being out of focus or the 
lamps themselves not having the proper 
tilt. 


To test the lights on your car place the 
car on a level space 25 feet from a wall or 
sereen, Mark a horizontal line on the 
wall the same height from the ground as 
the centre of the lamps on your car. 
Under no circumstances should this line, 
which is called the Lamp Level Line, be 
more than 42 inches from the ground. 


With lamps having a screw adjustment 
turn the screw one way or another until 
the horizontal beam on the wall from each 
lamp is as narrow a3 possible. (Lens need 
not be removed.) 


To focus bulbs in lamps without outside 
adjusting screw, remove the lens and 
move the bulb backward or forward until 
the circle of light on the wall is as small 
as possible. Then replace Jens. 


Then test each lamp separately with lens 
installed. The top of the beam of light 
should be 4 inches to 7 inches below the 
Lamp Level Line ‘to take care of the 
loading of the car. Light touring cars 
require a full 7 inches below the linc. 
Lamps on Fords without batteries require 
10 inches below the line, If in doubt 
tilt the lamps till the top of the beam is 
still lower. ‘ 


The law requires an approved headlight 
device and 21 candle power bulbs.

The above variety belongs to the 
Poulard subspecies of -wheat being 
somewhat Intermediate between the 
common and. durum wheats. It has 
numerous aliases, the most common of 
which are Egyptian, Eldorado. Many 
headed, Miracle, Mummy, Seven-head- 
ed and Alaska. It has always been 
easy to interest people in this wheat 
owing to its branched head. If an 
unbranched head will yleld so much 
surely a branched head will yield much 
more! While head for head this may 
be true, yet experiments have not 
shown that it hids good acre for 
acre. This wheat was probably intro 
duced into North America from Eur- 
ope or Ezypt #1 Coldnial days. Ity 
was received by the Philadelphia Soc- 
fety for promoting Agriculture in 1807, ;

In speaking on the subject of the 
new collegiate, Mr. MacLaurin stated 
that when he came to Belleville 
eighteen years ago, the Belleville 
High School was located on the upper 
fioor of the present high school and 
that it consisted of only about two 
hundred students and five teachers. 
“Today it has an enrollment of over 
six hundred: day students,” said he. 

The speaker outlined the prelimin- 
aries of the commencement of the 
new school. “When I first spoke of 
the new school to an audience on this 
platform I was told that I was a day 
dreamer,” said Mr. MacLaurin, who 
added that very few people ever have 
their dreams come true as vividly as 
his dream of the new collegiate was 
matzrializing. 

The principal of the new collegiate 


“A partnership with God is parentage,' stated that the four floor$ of the new 


building would equal an area of four 
acres and that the perimeter of the 

new collegiate was equivalent to 2 
{sixth of a mile. There will be twenty- 
pone class-rooms and the entire build- 
ing will be fire-proof. “The joist are 
jof steel, the floors cement, and the 
\walls brick,” sald the speaker, “and! 
there will not be enough wood In the 
whole construction to bulld a decent 
bonfire." * 

“Special attention Is being given to 
vocational fraining.” said Mr. Mac- 
Laurin, “because only about five per- 
cent. of high school students~-take 
university training.” Here the speaker 
outlined the vocational training 
which could be acquired at the new 
school. He also mentionedy the two 
large gymnasia which would be forty 
by eighty feet in dimension where 
physical training under medical sup- 
ervision would: be given. 

5 1..L. Moore 

Mr. I. L. Moore, Principal of the 
Ontario Business College, extended 
greetings from the Institution which 
he represented and which is next year 
celebrating its Diamond Jubilee. In 
speaking of the equipment of the new 
collegiate, Mr. Moore sald that equip- 

ent was not everything in a school 
“Right sort of teaching and the right 
sort of students are also a big factor,” 
stated he, 

Mr, Moore told of the world-wide 
reputation which the Ontario Bus- 
iness College had, stating that only 
yesterday a married man from West 
Africa came, to the school for com- 
mercial training. “This man is in the 
employ of a railroad of thategoun- 
try and was given leave of absence to 
come to this country.” 

George Putman 

Before calling upon Mr, George 
Putman. Superintendent 8f the Wo- 
men’s Institute, Department of Agri- 
culture; Toronto, Miss Guest spoke 0 
the wonderful work which was being 
accomplished under Mr. Putman’s dir 
ection. She also told how democratic 
the Women's Institute was, saying 
that even the Queen of England had 
ta conform to its-regulations and was 
obliged to pay the same _fees as the 
poorest of the commoners. 

“The Women's Institute have dem- 
onstrated forcibly what women can d& 
n@ acquire ‘by putting forth their 
‘best, efforts with the resources which 
they have as home-makers and nation 
builders.” said .Mr. Putman. The 
speaker also told of the need of equip- 
ing girls for the responsibilities which 
thef would. hape to assume in later 
life as mothers gnd home-makers.

Mrs, C, Field Robertson 

Mrs. C. Field Robertson, President 
of the Federated Women's Institute 
for Ontario, spoke on the advantages 
to be secured at the vocational school 
In conection with the new Belleville 
Collegiate Institue: She stated that 
a large number of children spend two, 
three and four years In High School 
without any definite plans for their 
future and they were practically 
round pegs in square holes, but with 
vocational training available they 
could secure a good practical educa- 
tion. “I have no doubt but the new 
school will gather In a large number 
of students for neighboring counties 
and outlying country districts,” said 
Mrs. Robertson. 

Mrs. Robertson stated that one of 
the saddest facts to be faced today 
was the passing of the old-fashioned 
mother who used to sing at her work 
and trained the family to sing in the 
home. “Today,” said she, “there is 
not enough music in the homes.” 

Speaking of the Women's Institute, 


all the Provinces of Canada were 
united regardless of politics, race or 
creed. “But,” said the speaker, “On- 
tario Is the mother province of the 
Institute.” 

The speaker told of the exhibits of 
the different provinces represented at 
th. Canadian National» Exhibition, 
Toronto, and stated that these dis- 
plays were backed by the Women's 
Institutes of their respective provin- 
ces. 

The different addresses of the even- 
ing were interspersed by vocal and 
musical numbers. Mr, James Bankier 
sang two solos which were well en- 
cored. Other features of the musical 
program were the ladies’ orchestra 
from one of the Institutes, a boys’ 
orchestra and a duet by two ladies, 

Afternoon Session 

Yesterday afternoon's session saw 
two clever speeches, the one by Miss 
Rabina Templeton of Belleville, and 
the other by Mrs, Macoum of Madoc. 
Miss Templeton’s speech follows: 

Madam President: : 

All last week I was attending a train 
ing school {some of you were at it too) 
In our department great stress was 
lald on the laws of learning and we 
were impressed with the fact that we 
must first arouse interest before we 
could hope to accomplish anything. It 
was a great relief to me to know that 
I didn’t have to rouse interest in what 
T am to talk about this afternoon. 
Every housekeeper is interested in 
feeding the family, “What shall 
have for dinner?” is the cry that goes 
up from hundreds and hundreds of 
housekeepers every day—also break- 
fast and supper. Three meal a das 
‘or 365 dayS$ ‘in the year. Is it any 
wonder that this is a perplexing “prob” 
lem? And yet consider the importane 
of its proper solution. 3 

Althotigh © perfect meal plannin, 
pilist be based ona thorough know 
ledge of human nutrition and good va 
ues; much may be accomplished by 
an understanding of a few simple dict 
ary rules. 

By following these rules‘ It may be 
possible to give balance to the dietary 

To balance a dietary means to sup- 
ply in the meals for each day in 
form best suited to the individual, al 
the substances needed to 

1—Butld tissue, blood, bone, muse] 
and nerve. 

2.—Provide energy for the days ac 
tivities, 

3.—Keep the body in good workin, 
order. - 

There is nothing very complicate, 
about the general dietetic value of ou 
common foods. ‘There are roughly 
speaking, six classes of foods to con 
elder: 
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1—Proicin foods-—meat, 
miiz, cheese dried 

cereals and nuts. These f 
and repair tissues and are therefore 
“important in the diet of growing 
children and people doing hard manual 
labor. 2 

2.—Carbohydrate foods—starch and 
sugar found principally in bread, cer- 
eals, root vegetables, sugar and sweets 
of all kinds, These foods are used as 
fuel to produce heat and energy. 

3.—Fats—also used t@ produce heat 
and energy, but it is well to remember 
that one ounce of fat goes four times 
as far as an ounce of starch or sugar. 

4—The minerals and acids—these 
are used to purify the blood; are found 
large in fresh fruit and vegetables. 
Lime Is ‘needed especially to build 
bone and starch is found in milk and 
cereals. 

5.—Another body regulator or foods 
that keep the system working proper- 
ly are the bulky and balalst foods. 
Feed a person a diet of meat, milk, 
cheese and white bread with no food 
containing fibre or roughage and soon 
the climinative system of the body 
will be seriously affected. If the mus- 
cles of the intestinal walls are to work 
normally they must have a bulk of ma 
terial to stimulate their action, other- 
wise they will become inactive, waste 
will remain in the system and slow 
poisoning be the result. 

The bulky foods are fruits, veget- 
ables and cereals. 

6—The most recently discovered food 
frinciple and one about ‘which we 
know very little, is the vitamine. They 
exist in such small quantities and are 
so easily destroyed when the chemist 
tries to isolate them that we know 
them only by their works. Without 
vitamines it has been proved there can 
be neither health nor growth. So 
scientists gave them this name “vita-! 
mines,” meaning “life-givers". They 
are'found in milk, butter, cheese, veg- 
etables, frult and nuts. 

Simple Meals . 

‘The main part of the meals for each 
day should consist of simple prepared. 
mild flavored and easily digested foods] 
—Well cooked cereals thoroughly baked 
sweet flavored bread, potatoes, milk, 
eggs. fresh vegetables and fruits. These 
should constitute the background of 
the dietary. - 

Meat, meat soups, candies, pre- 
serves, rich desserts, cakes and pickles’ 
should be used in moderation In order 
to add zest and interest to the dietary 
but they should not furnish the bulk: 
of the food at any one meal. 1 

Now I am not going to speak fo 
very much longer and I am not goin 
ro’tell you everything I know abou 
all these foods (although that wouldn’ 
take one very long) I am going to spe 
falize on three very important kind 
of food—milk, vegetables and fruits 
All of these are produced on the farm 
and are so valuable that they shouk 
be used more than they are. 

Most families “get plenty of mea 
and starchy or sweet foods (if not t~ 
much). So let us think together fo 
a few minutes of why more milk, veg 
etables and fruit should be include 
in our diet. 
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Use Milk , 

Milk should be used liberally 
der to replace a part of the meat 
the average dietary and because of al 
foods it is richest in lime: 

Children after the first year shoul: 
use about a-quart of milk dally—pa. 
of this as a beverage and part in pu 
dings, soups, etc. Adults need consk 
erably less ‘milk than do children bu 
even they are better nourished if mill 
js included in their diet. = 

The greatest factor of safety in the 
hums@rdiet is the regular use of milk 
Mulk is ‘an absolute necessity in the 
cict_ of growing children for these is

-An experiment in feeding pigs show 
+d that of 2 pigs from the same Mttle 
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Jbe, while his brother who got milk as 
weil as cereals weighed 165 Ibs. 

Equally important as the milk pro- 
tein are the mineral salts which it 
contains. Lime is necessary for the 
building of bone and teeth. Milk fs 
rich in lime which makes it invaluable 
if the child ts to have good teeth and 
properly developed bones. 

Then there is the matter of vita- 
mines, those mysterious life-giving 
substances. When vitamines are ab- 
sent from the diet there {s little and 
finally no growth—a characteristic eye 
disease developes, also scurvy. Vita- 
mines are abundant in whole milk. 
Therefore milk must not be left out of 
the dict. © 

To sum up—milk Is valuable because 

1—Its protein has special growth 
promoting qualities. 3 

2—Its mineral sals and lime build 
bone and teeth. 

3.—It fs rich in vitamines. 

Enough cannot be sald about the im 
portance of vegetables in the diet. 

Vegetable Food Value

. The magistrate points out in his writ 
ten decisioa that the Attorney General 
may know of some reason of public 
policy which may make it advisable to 
rend the cave un to 2 higner court and 
if so ne ts perfectly agreeable. The 
full text of Mr. Mikel’s decision fol- 
lows: 

Under Part XVI. of the Criminal 
Code the Magistrate is given power to 
try the class of offences to which this 
frosecution belongs, with the consent 


of the accused. The accused has con- 
rented in this case. 


Section 784 gives the Magistrate} 


A prosecution by indictment involves 
more expense and delay than a sum- 
mary trial. 

The Royal Commission appointed by 
the Ontaria Government some time ago 
reported in favor of summary trials on 
the ground of the additional expense of 
prosecutions by indictment, and quoted 
the opiniou of a well known Judge. I 
leferred to this in an address I deliver 
ed recently before the Magistartes’ As- 
sociation. 

It ts doubtful if I would be justified 
in putting the community to addition- 
al expenses and the parties to delay In 
thi matter by refusing to try the case. 

Under Section 777 subsection 4, the 
Attorney General has the power to re- 
quest that the charge he tried by a 
jury. . 

If the proseciition feels that it would 
be desirable to submit the matter to the 
Attorney General to ascertain if he de- 
sires to have the case tried by a jury. I 
will adjourn the proceedings for that 
purpose. The Attorney General may 
te aware of public or other reasons why 
the case ‘should be tried by a jury. If 


it as a case to be so tried, I will regard 
it my duty to proceed with the trial 
subject to my right to change this de- 
etsion before the defence is put in. as 
crovided in the Code.

“Although McLeneghan, Customs Of- 
ficer, stated in court the othrr day 
that he had no hand tn the selzure of 
the “Rosella* on October 13th, Dr. 
Welbanks, when he mounted the wit- 
ness stand yesterday afternoon, said 
that McLeneghan did seize the boat, 
and rather laid the blame for the selz- 
ure upon the Customs Dept. Witness 
claimed that he asked Major Geen, 
head of the local customs for help and 
that he (Mr. Geen) had assigned two 
officers, Mr. McLeneghan and Mr. 
Maidens, to him. Crown Attorney 
Donnan subjected Dr. Welbanks to a 
rigid cross-cxamination through which 
cross-examination the witness did not 
come through with flying colors. 

Promptly at 2 o'clock yesterday af- 
ternoon the case was resumed with 
James Irwin Miller being called to 
the stand, Miller came from Picton 
but summered at the Main Ducks.

Ottawa. October 28—Canadian air 


board officials announced today that 


enquiries have been received from 
fiftecn cities desirous of forming fly- 
ing clubs as a step in’ the develop- 
ment of civil aviation in the Domin- 
ion. . 

These requests for information have 
errived from various parts of Can- 
ada; and clubs at Edmonton, Regina, 
Montreal, and Ottawa are already in 
the process of formation. 

So far, it is stated, no club has been 
promised assistance by way of provid- 
ing two aeroplanes under the Gov- 
ernment’s recent order-in-council. In

READ BY “SIGHT” 


Introduction Of Braille Sys- 


- tem In Music For | 


The Blind 


Jacksonville, Til, Oct. 25.— The 
blind may now read music, written in 
the raised dots of Braille, by “sight”. 
With one hand, the sightless player 
reads the music on the piano rack 
and plays it with the other. It takes 


-| chly practice for him to memorize the’ 


notes sufficiently to play the selection 


with both hands. | 


“A revolutionary step in teaching 


the blind the mtehod making possible’ 
“sight” reading of music, was perfect- 


ed by L. W. Rodenbetg, himself sight 
Jess, who ts in charge of printing at 
the Illinois School for the Blind at 
Jacksonville. 

It was demonstrated for the first 
time at the seventh annual Mlinois 
conference on public welfare held in 
Joliet, October 18-20. 

Previously; in printing music in 
Braille, all the words of a song were 
followed by the notes of the music.

Salary Paid System Wanted 
By Members Of 
Association 


Toronto, Oct. 25,—(CP)—Many de- 
mands are set fortn in the text of the 
Rural Mail Contractors’ 
petition for abolition of the contract 
system, etc., to be presented to the 
Dominion Government -by Garfield 
Mackinnon, of Guelph, Ont., Secretary 
of the Association, and T. N. Phelan, 
of Toronto Solicitor, The schedule of 
Suggested changes is as follows:— 

1,—Abolition of the Contract Sys- 
tem and the introduction in its place 
of a salary paid system, where the 
members of the Association will be 
placed on a permanent salary | 





of engagement at the rate of $70.00 
per mile per year for the Rural Mall 
contractors and the contractors oper-- 
ating between post offices. 

2—An increase for the Contractor's 
Operating between Post Offices and 
Railway Stations of three times the 
present contract price, these Contracts 
representing a very short distance and 
a very trifling income—one entirely | 
inadequate for the responsibility bad 
the work performed. 

3.—That the Permancy of occupation 
on a Salary Paid System at the above 
mentioned rates of increase will be 
continuous to the Carrier, consequent 
upon good service being rendered, and 
where when the Carrier so desires, 
two months will be considered suffl- 
cient notice to treminate his engage- 
ment. 2 x 

4—That the increased rates of the! 
future will operate backwards to take 
in the period of time since Jan. Ist. 
1917, so as to reimburse the contractors 
for some of thelr many losses sustain 
ed in carrying on the work when’ the 
cost of performing the service was 50 
abnormally. high, during the years of 
the war, and the post-war period. 

6—That the Mail Contractors will} 


"pe given 10 statutory holidays with 


full salary payment, the same as are 
now enjoyed by all other branches of 
the Postal Department, as well as all 
other Governmental Departments 
throughout Canada. - 

6—That all Rural Mail Boxes now 
Jocated on the left-hand side of the 
roadway, will be placed on the right- 
hand side of every roadway, through- 
out the different provinces of Canada. 
This change to prevent any further 
loss of life or serious accidents, many 
having happened-in recent.years re- 
quiring months of hospital treatment, 
and entailing considerable loss of time 
and expense. 

“There is no other part of the Gov- 
ernment Service in Canada where men 
are employed under contract, and 
where the positions are publicly tend- 
ered for, and at such scandalously low 
income,” says the Contractors’ petition 
“The Rural Mail Contractor has to 
maintain his whole running equipment 
which on the average route of 20 
miles, consists of two horse ard rigs.

New York, Oct/ 29.—Possibility of 
war between the United States and 
Great Britain, with Japan as @ British 
ally and Canada neutral, is seen in 
the not distant future by Lieut-Com- 
smander J. M. Kenworthy, M.P., in 
his book, “PPeace or War?” soon to be 
published in this'country. 

“If events move in the next 10 years 
_as in the past nine,” he’ writes, Eng- 
land will stand at the head of a Eur- 
optan federation of distrust against 
America. If after 1931 there is no re- 
newal of the Washington treaty of 
1921, the world will accept the possibil 
ity of a devastating Anglo-American 
war. It would mean the end of civil- 
ization and the ruin of human culture.’ 
Sees Mistrust 

Commander Kenworthy, member of 
the English house of commons. and 
former member of the Admiralty war 
staff, sees mistrust between the British 
and American people as Jatent and cas- 
fly capable of being fanned Into a con 
suming passion. Upon the politiclans 
of both countries he lays the blame 
for the conditions he alleges.
